A study  of  the  statistics  of  all  six  districts  gives  cause  for  satis- 
faction, with  one  exception  ; the  tuberculosis  death  rate  in  Maidenhead 
Borough  is  high.  The  Council  of  this  Borough  is  taking  energetic 
steps  to  reduce  it. 

From  year  to  year  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  the  workers.  Their 
reports  of  their  activities  are  well  worthy  of  study.  Each  of  the  six 
Sanitary  Departments  is  fortunate  in  having  an  excellent,  if  scanty, 
clerical  staff.  It  is  always  a pleasure  to  meet  them,  and  to  sense  their 
constant  courtesy  to  members  of  the  public,  both  on  the  telephone  and 
at  their  personal  interviews.  To  them  all,  and  especially  to  my  own 
secretary.  Miss  Ellis,  I owe  a deep  debt  of  gratitude.

Closets  Converted  to  AVater  Closets. 

Action  was  taken  under  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  to  secure  the  conversion  of  closets  at  23  dwelling  houses  to 
water  closets. 

These  conversions  were  completed  and  in  every  case  half  the 
cost  of  conversion  was  contributed  by  the  Council. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Nine  houses,  which  were  previously  supplied  with  water  from 
shallow  tube  wells,  iiave  lieen  provided  with  a piped  supply  of 
water  from  the  mains  of  the  Maidenhead  AVaterworks  Company. 

There  are  9 inhabited  dwellings  and  2 caravans  which  are 
supplied  with  water  from  pumps  connected  to  shallow  tube  wells. 

A privately  owned  estate  of  129  houses  is  supplied  with  water 
from  a shallow  tube  well,  but  the  water  is  pumped  to  a wmter 
tower  from  which  a piped  supply  is  taken  to  the  houses. 

Another  group  of  buildings,  which  includes  an  occupied 
dwelling,  is  supplied  with  water  from  a shallow  tube  well,  the 
daily  consumption  being  between  30,000  and  40,000  gallons.  The 
water  is  pumped  to  a large  tank,  of  9,000  gallons  capacity,  and  a 
piped  supply  is  connected  to  the  various  buildings  on  the  premises. 

In  September  it  was  found  that  a sample  of  water  from  the 
tank  contained  faecal  coli.  On  investigation  it  appeared  that  the 
water  became  contaminated  after  it  had  been  pumped  from  the 
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well.  Advice  on  the  chlorination  of  the  water  and  the  water 
system  was  given,  and  chlorination  was  carried  out.  Further 
samples  were  taken  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

There  is  an  alternative  supply  of  water  from  the  public  main, 
which  was  used  during  this  emergency  period. 

The  occupiers  have  been  advised  to  install  an  automatic 
chlorinating  plant  for  the  treatment  of  the  water. 


Report  from  the  Manager,  Maidenhead  Waterworks  Company. 

Sixty-four  samples  of  water  from  the  Maidenhead  wells  and 
sixty-four  samples  from  the  Cookham  wells  were  tested  during 
the  year.  All  were  certified  as  satisfactoiy.

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The  following  Report  has  been  received  from  the  Borough  Surveyor. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

During  the  year  the  Council  have  given  further  consideration 
to  the  possibility  of  eliminating  cesspool  drainage  in  the  Borough. 
They  have  decided  that  as  a matter  of  principle  the  Maidenhead 
Court  and  Fishery  areas  should  be  sewered  within  the  next  fifteen 
years,  but  consider  that  it  is  not  practicable  to  undertake  the 
heavy  capital  expenditure  involved  in  so  doing  in  present  circum- 
stances. 

Sewers  are  to  be  provided  in  certain  other  areas,  including 
some  Private  Streets  where  such  facilities  are  not  now  available 
but  can  be  provided  at  reasonable  cost. 

The  Council  have  also  decided  to  discontinue  the  emptying 
of  cesspools,  even  on  payment,  Avhere  a main  sewer  is  aAmilable. 
They  will  also  take  appropriate  action  where  any  such  cesspools 
exist  but  do  not  need  emptying  by  reason  of  their  leaky  condition. 

These  measures  will  ensure  that  all  houses  in  the  Borough, 
with  the  exception  of  the  riverside  areas  mentioned  and  certain 
sparsely  developed  areas  on  the  rural  fringe  of  the  Borough  will 
be  connected  to  the  main  drainage  system. 

No  substantial  additions  to  the  main  sewerage  system  were 
made  during  1950  apart  from  those  arising  from  the  CounciPs 
housing  schemes. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

A regular  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  maintained 
during  1950  despite  labour  difficulties,  but  since  the  close  of  the 
year  these  difficulties  have  become  greatly  accentuated  and  the 
service  has  deteriorated  in  consequence. 

These  difficulties  would  also  haA^e  affected  the  street  cleansing 
service  had  not  the  Council  put  into  operation  during  the  year  a 
motor  sprinkler-sweeper-collector. 

Cesspools  and  street  gullies  continue  to  be  emptied  by  motor 
A'acuum  tanks. 

SEWERAGE  AND  REEUSE  DISPOSAL. 

The  flow  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  continues  to  increase 
and  the  dry  weather  flow  during  the  year  aA^eraged  963,000  gallons 
per  day.  The  difficulties  of  producing  a satisfactory  effluent  are 
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increased  but  substantial  progress  has  been  made  in  the  design 
of  major  extensions  to  the  disposal  works. 

House  refuse  continues  to  be  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
on  land  adjoining  the  sewage  disposal  works.

Four  samples  of  ice, lollies  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.

CENTRAL  SLAUGHTERHOUSE. 

Every  animal  slaughtered  at  the  Ministry  of  Food  Slaughter- 
house is  inspected  post-mortem  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 
Details  of  inspections,  condemned  meat  and  offal  are  given  in  the 
following  tables. 

The  accommodation  and  conditions  at  the  slaughterhouse  still 
leave  much  to  be  desired.  By  agreement  between  the  Ministry  of 
Food  and  the  Council  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  has  been 
limited  to  16  units  per  day,  excluding  casualties  for  emergency 
slaughter,  1 unit  representing  1 Beast,  or  3 calves,  or  5 sheep.  By 
this  arrangement,  overloading  of  the  premises  during  peak  periods 
is  avoided. 

The  Ministry  of  Food  has  been  informed  that  the  Council  is 
still  prepared  to  build  an  abattoir,  if  approval  to  this  proposal  can 
be  given. 

The  same  meat  vans,  used  in  past  years  for  the  transport  of 
meat  from  the  slaughterhouse  to  the  butchers’  shops,  have  been 
in  use  during  the  year.  These  vans  are  provided  with  hooks  and 
rails  for  hanging  small  carcases  of  home-killed  meat,  namely  calves 
and  sheep,  but  quarters  of  beef  must  still  be  placed  on  the  slatted 
removable  flooring  which  has  been  provided  in  the  vans.

Health  and  Food  Hygiene  Exhibition. 

Considerable  publicity  has  been  given  throughout  the  country 
in  recent  years  to  the  need  for  cleaner  food  and  the  hygienic 
handling  of  food. 

Progressive  steps  have  been  taken  in  Maidenhead  in  connec- 
tion with  the  clean  food  campaign  and  the  efforts  made  by  the 
Health  Department  have  received  active  support  from  the  Health 
Committee  and  the  Council. 

On  the  1st  May,  1950,  Byelaws  relating  to  the  Handling, 
Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  Food  and  Sale  of  Food  in  the  Open  Air 
came  into  operation. 

A Health  and  Food  Hygiene  Exhibition  was  held  in  the  Guild- 
hall from  the  5th  to  10th  June,  and  was  attended  by  5,237  persons, 
including  617  schoolchildren  in  conducted  parties.  The  organising 
of  this  exhibition  entailed  much  additional  work  for  the  Health 
Department  Staff,  but  the  effort  was  well  worth  while  and  the 
public,  particularly  the  schoolchildren,  showed  considerable  inter- 
est in  the  exhibits. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  gave  material 
assistance  in  the  staging  of  the  exhibition  and  provided  an  exhibit 
on  Rodents  and  Pests.  The  success  of  the  exhibition  was  due  in 
no  small  measure  to  the  willing  assistance  and  co-operation  of  local 
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traders  and  other  business  firms  who  provided  many  of  the  inter- 
esting and  informative  exhibits.  Stands  were  also  equipped  by 
the  Ministry  of  Food,  Berkshire  County  Coiineil  and  the  Health 
Department. 

Local  trade  associations  have  co-operated  fully  with  the 
Council  and  the  Health  Department  in  the  clean  food  campaign. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  AUTHORITY. 

Negotiations  between  the  Council  and  the  Berkshire  County 
Council  have  taken  place  with  the  result  that,  by  agreement  be- 
tween the  two  authorities,  some  of  the  powers  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  authority  will  be  delegated  to  the  Borough  Council  in  the 
new  year.  The  Council  will  in  future  be  responsible  for  the 
sampling  of  food  and  drugs  within  the  borough. 

DISPOSAL  OF  THE  DEAD. 

The  bodies  of  4 persons  were  buried  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  50  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Rodent  Control  Staff  con- 
sisted of  2 rodent  operators.  From  17th  April  the  work  has  been 
carried  out  by  1 operator  under  the  supervision  of  a Sanitary 
Inspector. 

Whilst  it  has  been  possible  to  cope  with  the  work  in  this 
way,  it  may  be  necessary  to  consider  the  advisability  of  increasing 
the  present  Rodent  Control  Staff  in  the  near  future,  particularly 
in  view  of  the  requirements  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
Act,  1949.  Past  experience  has  shown  that  it  is  difficult  to  obtain 
staff  for  this  class  of  work. 


A close  co-operation  has  been  maintained  with  the  Divisional 
Rodent  Officer  and  his  staff  throughout  the  year. 


Material  assistance  was  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
& Fisheries  in  connection  with  the  Health  Exhibition  held  in 
Maidenhead  from  the  5th  to  the  lOth  June,  at  which  an  excellent 
exhibit  on  Rodents  and  Pests  was  manned  by  the  Ministry’s  staff.

The  overcrowding  of  houses  still  presents  a difficult  problem, 
and  will  continue  to  do  so  as  long  as  there  is  a shortage  of  new 
houses. 
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Two  or  three  families  living  in  accommodation  intended  for 
one  family  is  quite  common,  and  although  in  many  of  these  cases 
statutory  overcrowding  does  not  exist,  the  sharing  of  rooms  and 
cooking  facilities  presents  difficulties.  Such  living  conditions  as 
these  are  far  Trom  satisfactory,  but  even  greater  problems  have 
to  be  faced  where  there  is  infection  in  the  house. 

In  order  to  alleviate  unsatisfactory  housing  conditions  where 
there  is -infective  tuberculosis  in  the  house,  or  where  houses  cannot 
be  repaired  at  reasonable  cost,  20%  of  the  Council  owned  houses 
available  for  letting  have  been  allocated  for  the  re-housing  of 
persons  living  under  these  conditions.

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1950. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  for  this  District  also  performs  the 
duties  of  Surveyor.  The  following  is  the  Technical  staff : —

Rodent  Operator  (Part-time),  J.  F.  Carr,  ,,  11/10/48. 

WATER  SUPPFY. 

A total  of  55  visits  have  been  made  regarding  water  supplies 
and  47  samples  have  been  taken,  together  with  weekly  samples 
from  Martins  Swimming  Pool. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  Borough  by  the  Mid- Wessex 
Water  Company  has  continued  to  be  adequate  and  wholesome. 
There  are  still  42  properties  situated  in  isolated  parcels  of  land  not 
having  a piped- water  supply. 

The  proposed  water  main  extension  in  the  Dowles  Green  area 
has  been  delayed  through  the  shortage  of  piping,  but  it  is  hoped 
to  commence  this  contract  during  1951.  The  scheme  aims  to 
provide  a piped  water  supply  for  a number  of  farms  and  cottages 
in  that  area  served  by  emergency  water  tanks. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

During  the  year  490  visits  have  been  made  to  various  works 
in  the  Borough.  The  number  includes  all  new  drainage  work 
carried  out  under  the  Building  Byelaws,  and  173  visits  to  existing 
arrangements.  One  trade  effluent  sample  taken  was  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

The  position  regarding  main  drainage  is  similar  to  that  of 
water  supply,  the  Borough  being  well  served  except  where 
sporadic  development  has  taken  place. 
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The  two  sewage  works  and  pumping  station  have  functioned 
satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  and  periodic  sampling  by  the 
Thames  Conservancy  Inspectors  indicate  that  the  effluent  is  satis- 
factory. 

A scheme  for  improving  Ashridge  Sewage  Works  has  been 
before  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  a considerable  period  and  it  is 
hoped  to  commence  this  work  during  1951. 

A smaller  scheme  for  the  diversion  of  a considerable  amount 
of  storm  water  is  now  under  consideration. 

The  result  of  these  two  contracts  will  be  to  increase  efficiency 
and  also  to  effect  economies. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Of  the  total  of  2,620  properties  in  the  Borough,  67  have  earth 
closets  and  97  cesspools. 

Four  new  connections  to  the  sewer  have  been  made,  and  as  a 
result  of  a circular  letter  addressed  to  the  owners  of  the  remaining 
property  it  is  hoped  that  this  number  of  new  connections  will  be 
increased  in  1951. 

A number  of  properties  in  Luckley  Road  will  shortly  be  con- 
nected to  a new  sewer  which  will  be  laid  in  conjunction  with  a 
new  Housing  Estate  Sewer. 

There  are,  however,  a number  of  properties  where  a connec- 
tion to  the  sewer  would  be  un-economical.

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a convenient  manhole.  No  charge  is  made  where  the  public  sewer 
is  not  available,  providing  the  emptying  is  limited  to  once  per 
month. 

Facilities  have  been  made  available  for  the  AYokingham 
R.D.C.  exhausters  to  discharge  contents  into  the  Borough  sewers.

Business  premises  in  the  town  receive  special  attention,  the 
collections  being  made  twice  weekly  according  to  the  circum- 
stances. A charge  is  made  on  business  premises  where  the 
hiumber  of  dustbins  justify  this.  Arrangements  have  also  been 
made  to  collect  the  contents  of  grease  traps.

The  result  of  the  survey,  the  bulk  of  which  Avas  carried  out 
in  1949,  has  had  the  desired  effect,  and  there  is  a considerable 
improvement  in  the  types  and  condition  of  the  receptacles  used. 
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SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

Martins  Swimming  Pool  which  is  owned  by  the  Borough 
Council  operated  throughout  the  summer.  Three  samples  of  water 
have  been  taken  from  different  points  each  week.  Excepting 
occasional  peak  loads  the  samples  were  satisfactory.  The  water 
is  treated  by  pressure  filtration  and  chlorination  with  additional 
applications  of  chlorine  by  hand  when  the  need  arises. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Education  Authority,  parties  of 
children  from  local  schools  have  continued  to  use  the  pool  during 
the  season. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  supervision  of  rivers  and  streams  within  the  Borough  has 
continued.  There  was  no  evidence  of  pollution  during  the  year 
under  review. 


SCHOOLS. 

Schools  have  continued  to  receive  attention  and  inspections 
have  been  made  three  times  a year. 

During  the  year  the  trough  closets  at  a County  School  were 
replaced  with  modern  pedestal  types.  Two  schools  in  the 
Borough  continue  to  use  this  type. 

One  Certificate  for  Escape  from  Fire  has  been  issued. 

CAMPING  SITES. 

There  are  no  licensed  camping  sites  within  the  Borough.  Two 
sites  in  Stanley  Road  used  by  showmen  during  the  winter  months 
have  been  maintained  satisfactorily.  Nine  applications  to  station 
caravans  within  the  Borough  were  considered.  Two  were  refused 
on  public  health  grounds  and  the  remaining  seven  were  granted 
temporary  licences.

DISINFESTATIONS. 

The  arrangement  of  spraying  all  new  Council  Houses  upon 
completion  has  continued.  The  vacated  premises  are  then  treated 
prior  to  re-occupation.  Bugs  and  fleas  were  the  main  causes  of 
complaint  and  36  premises  were  disinfested. 

HOUSING. 

During  the  year  15  permanent  houses  were  completed  by  the 
Council,  together  with  9 units  of  accommodation  at  Toutley  Camp. 
In  addition  4 private  enterprise  houses  were  completed. 

Site  works  are  completed  and  building  is  in  progress  for  a 
further  scheme  of  72  houses  in  Pinchampstead  Road.

During  the  year  a commencement  was  made  of  a housing 
survey  of  the  slum  property  in  the  Town.  As  a result  27  proper- 
ties were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation.  It  is  anticipated 
that  approximately  120  cottages  will  similarly  be  affected. 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  persuading  tenants  to  move 
to  the  more  expensive  Council  Houses.  This  economic  problem 
will  remain  unless  costs  of  Council  Houses  can  be  reduced,  and 
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it  presents  a serious  obstacle  to  the  re-housing  of  the  slum  areas. 
As  a temporary  measure  the  Council  have  accepted  an  undertaking 
from  an  owner  of  a block  of  cottages  not  to  re-let. 

A number  of  slum  premises  are  included  in  the  schedule  of 
Historic  Buildings  made  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning 
Act,  1947.  It  is  proposed  to  close  these  properties  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1949,  when  they  become  vacant. 

PUBLIC  HOUSES  AND  PLACES  OF 
ENTERTAINMENT,  ETC. 

A total  of  24  visits  were  made  during  the  yeai’,  mainly  as  a 
result  of  work  requested  in  the  initial  survey  in  1949.  The  sani- 
tary conveniences  at  the  Drill  Hall,  the  main  dance  hall  in  the 
Town,  were  modernized. 

FOOD  PREMISES. 

The  food  premises  in  the  town  received  attention  and  183 
inspections  were  carried  out.  In  37  cases  work  was  requested  and 
this  was  completed  with  the  minimum  of  delay.  Advice  on  hygiene 
was  also  given.  The  powers  contained  in  the  Model  Byelaws  were 
also  implemented. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

During  the  year  22  inspectoins  of  bakehouses  were  made. 
Conditions  found  were  generally  satisfactory  although  in  some 
cases  the  amount  of  business  has  outgrown  the  premises.  Six 
informal  notices  were  served  for  decorations. 

CAFE  AND  RESTAURANT  PREMISES. 

A total  of  21  visits  were  made  to  cafe  and  restaurant  premises 
in  the  Town.  Considerable  improvements  have  been  effected  in 
two  cases.  Advice  regarding  hygiene  have  been  continued,  and 
careful  attention  has  been  given  where  sanitary  arrangements  are 
out  of  necessity  improvised. 

ICE  CREAM. 

All  ice  cream  in  the  Borough  is  either  pre-wrapped  or  manu- 
factured outside  the  District,  and  21  inspections  have  been  made. 
Eight  new  licences  have  been  granted.  Two  samples  taken  were 
satisfactory. 
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MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  number  of  dairies  in  the  Borough  numbers  four,  the 
majority  of  the  retail  trade  having  been  acquired  by  two  firms  of 
repute.  A total  of  26  inspections  have  been  made  to  these  dairies 
and  conditions  are  very  satisfactory.  The  number  of  samples 
taken  were  14  with  an  additional  two  samples  taken  to  determine 
the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.  The  T.B.  samples  were  negative, 
and  generally  the  other  samples  proved  satisfactory. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Forty-sven  premises  were  visited  after  an  infectious  disease, 
including  36  disinfections  carried  out. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  EOODS.

A total  of  four  houses  draw  their  water  from  open  wells.  Of 
these  four  houses  one  has  become  vacant  and  has  not  so  far  been 
re-let  and  the  owner  of  the  other  three  is  negotiating  with  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  with  a view  to  supplying  these  three  with 
a piped  water  supply.  The  water  from  the  two  wells  supplying 
these  houses  had  been  very  adversely  reported  upon  by  the 
Analyst.  All  the  other  properties  in  the  District  on  well  water 
have  their  own  pumps  either  hand  or  mechanically  operated.  The 
largest  number  of  houses  on  well  supply  are  situated  at  Spade 
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Oak,  Cockmarsh  and  Frogmill  on  the  Thames  River  bank.  The 
houses  are  situated  at  some  considerable  distance  from  the  main 
piped  supply.  The  water  from  the  wells  is  sampled  regularly  and 
in  no  case  has  the  Analyst  reported  that  the  sample  was  unsatis- 
factory. 

The  remaining  properties  in  the  District  on  a well  water 
supply  are  scattered  throughout  the  Area.  The  water  from  these 
wells  is  regularly  sampled.  A total  of  53  samples  were  obtained 
and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  the  results  are 
summarised  as  follows: —

By  far  the  largest  supplier  of  Mains  Water  in  the  District  is 
the  Maidenhead  Waterworks  Company,  the  other  supplier  being 
the  Marlow  Waterworks  Company  whose  water  is  pumped  to  a 
small  portion  of  the  Area  in  the  Bisham  Parish.  No  complaints 
have  been  received  during  the  year  regarding  the  quality  of  the 
Mains  Water. 


DRY  SCAVENGING. 

The  Council  now  own  and  operate  5 ten  cubic  yard  side 
loading  Refuse  Collecting  Vehicles,  four  are  in  regular  use  and  the 
fifth,  an  old  vehicle,  is  used  as  a spare  and  has  proved  a very  use- 
ful addition  to  the  fleet,  enabling  one  of  the  others  to  be  taken 
off  the  road  for  overhaul  and  repair  as  occasion  demanded.  A 2/3 
ton  tipping  lorry  is  also  in  use  and  this  vehicle  carries  out  a variety 
of  duties. 

After  the  re-organisation  of  the  Service,  carried  out  during 
the  previous  year,  the  collections  are  now  made  on  a regular 
weekly  basis  throughout  the  major  portion  of  the  Area,  the  more 
outlying  and  scattered  Districts  have  a fortnightly  collection. 
The  regularity  of  the  visits  has  made  a vast  difference  to  the 
whole  Service,  the  only  real  complaints  were  received  during  the 
holiday  period  in  the  Summer  when  the  Service  closed  down  for 
a fortnight.  A rota  system  is  to  be  tried  next  year  to  see  whether 
the  collections  can  be  kept  going  during  the  holiday  period.  The 
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very  wet  weather  experienced  during  the  Summer,  Autumn  and 
AVinter  meant  that  more  than  usual  of  the  Councirs  Workmen 
were  away  due  to  illness  and  its  effect  was  at  times  serious  as  it 
was  not  possible  to  take  on  additional  labour.  The  number  of 
employees  remained  fairly  constant  during  the  year  and  except 
for  illness  no  labour  shortage  arose. 

SALVAGE. 


The  collection  of  Salvage  was  intensified  with  the  re-organisa- 
tion  of  the  Dry  Scavenging  Service,  every  householder  in  the  Area 
was  given  a leaflet  urging  the  saving  and  separating  of  wasted 
paper,  rags,  etc.  Salvage  is  collected  with  the  house  refuse, 
bagged  and  carried  on  racks  on  the  vehicles.  Paper  salvage  is 
baled  by  a mechanical  baler,  rags  are  bagged  and  scrap  iron  is 
stored  until  a sufficient  quantity  is  available  for  disposal.  No 
difficulty  has  been  experienced  with  the  sale  of  Salvage  and  the 
prices  obtained  have  been  very  favourable.

WET  SCAVENGING. 


The  Council’s  fleet  of  Cesspool  Emptiers  consists  of  two  1,000 
gallon  tankers  and  three  800  gallon  tankers  and  they  are  in 
regular  use  the  whole  year  round.  Great  difficulty  was  being 
experienced  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  in  keeping  the 
regularity  of  the  Service  going.  This  was  due  entirely  to  the 
abnormally  wet  Summer  and  Autumn  which  caused  the  ground, 
particularly  in  the  low  lying  areas  in  the  River  Valley,  to  become 
waterlogged  and  no  amount  of  pumping  could  cope  with  the 
situation. 


The  Cesspool  contents  are  disposed  of  on  Lagoon  Beds  at  two 
Sewage  Farm,  the  liquid  drains  away  into  the  soil  and  the  solids 
are  removed  either  manually  or  mechanically  and  used,  after  being 
well  dried,  for  covering  material  for  the  controlled  tips,  some  has 
been  sold  to  a local  farmer  for  manure. 
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COUNCIL’S  DEPOT. 

Work  commenced  towards  the  end  of  the  Sinnnier  on  the 
long  awaited  extensions  to  the  garages  and  the  canteen  block,  etc. 
No  proper  garaging  facilities  and  no  accommodation  for  the 
Workmen  made  it  very  difficult  to  run  the  Depot  satisfactorily. 
These  works  are  now  in  hand  and  it  is  hoped  that  during  the 
Spring  of  next  year  they  will  be  completed. 

MAIN  DRAINAGE. 

During  the  year  the  first  scheme  for  the  main  drainage  of  the 
District  was  commenced.  This  was  at  Woodlands  Park  where  a 
total  of  313  houses  now  on  cesspools  will  eventually  be  connected 
to  the  main  sewer.  One  of  the  Council’s  main  housing  sites  for  64 
houses  will  also  be  connected  to  the  sewer.  The  majority  of  the 
sewerage  will  have  to  be  pumped  to  the  disposal  works  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  scheme  will  be  completed  during  the  following 
Summer.

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CARAVANS  AND  CARAVAN  SITES. 

There  are  11  licenced  caravan  sites  and  38  licenced  caravans 
in  the  Rural  District.  The  sites  are  generally  well  conducted  and 
no  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  about  sites  or 
individual  caravans. 

It  is  noticeable  that  a better  type  of  caravan  is  becoming 
increasingly  popular,  the  old  converted  ’bus  body  and  similar 
conversions  are  gradually  disappearing.  Site  owners  have  their 
own  code  specifying  the  type  of  caravans  allowed  on  the  site  and 
I think  this  is  one  of  the  factors  responsible  for  the  disappearance 
of  the  old  home-made  conversion. 

A good  caravan  site,  one  well  conducted  with  modern  ameni- 
ties, is  never  short  of  applicants  who  want  to  station  their 
caravans  on  the  site  and  every  effort  is  being  made  to  improve  the 
standard  of  these  sites.

The  Council’s  Housing  List  has  remained  fairly  stationary 
during  the  year  1950.  Applicants  who  have  just  got  married  or 
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who  have  come  to  work  in  the  District  form  the  bulk  of  the  new 
applicants,  whereas  apart  from  the  re-housing  programme  carried 
out  by  the  Council  a number  of  families  are  always  finding  their 
own  accommodation,  but  of  the  latter  it  is  noticeable  that  very 
few,  if  any,  ever  trouble  to  notify  the  Department  when  they  have 
either  left  the  District  or  obtained  their  own  homes. 

A large  part  of  the  Department’s  time  is  taken  up  with  inter- 
viewing housing  applicants  at  the  Office  and  all  houses  are  in- 
spected as  a matter  of  routine  and  always  before  any  allocations 
of  accommodation  are  made.  The  remarks  in  my  report  for  1949 
relating  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  carrying  out  this  important  work 
apply  just  as  much  now  as  then,  the  work  is  very  often  thankless 
but  in  a District  such  as  this  the  Official  with  the  most  local  know- 
ledge is  almost  invariably  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  know- 
ledge on  this  subject  is  invaluable  when  allocations  are  made  by 
the  Council.

During  1950,  this  body  has  increased  its  staff  and  made  pro- 
gress in  surveying  the  area  designated  for  the  New  Town.  Work 
on  the  ‘'Master  Plan”  is  in  hand,  but  by  August,  1951,  has  not  yet 
been  published.

There  are,  in  the  Kural  District,  a small  number  of  houses 
without  a piped  main  supply  of  water  which  take  supplies  from 
wells,  chiefly  shallow  wells.  Prom  time  to  time,  these  wells  cease 
to  provide  an  adequate  supply  and  complaints  are  received  of  the 
unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  water.  Samples  are  taken  and 
subsequent  action  to  improve  the  supply  either  by  the  extension 
of  piped  supplies  whenever  practicable  or  cleaning  and  improve- 
ment of  the  wells.

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Drainage  and  Sanitation. 

Details  of  the  main  drainage  areas  and  disposal  works  in  the 
Rural  District  have  been  previously  set  out. 

Connections  made  to  public  sewers  of  both  new  and  old  exist- 
ing properties  in  1950  numbered  32,  serving  51  houses  and  flats. 

Refuse  and  Salvage — Collection  and  Disposal. 

(i)  Collection  Service, 

A further  year’s  experience  in  collection  from  “the  back  door” 
shows  that  a large  proportion  of  houses  in  the  area  are  not  pro- 
vided with  a proper  dust-bin  and  the  work  of  handling  odd 
containers  ranging  from  5-gallon  oil-drums  to  zinc  hip-baths  un- 
necessarily increases  the  time  spent  on  collection.  A scheme  was 
put  to  the  Council  in  the  1950-51  Estimates  for  provision  of  dust- 
bins by  the  Council  in  accordance  with  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 
The  scheme  was  not  accepted  but  such  a service  is  increasingly 
being  provided  by  Local  Authorities  and  is  the  most  satisfactory 
system  for  efficient  refuse  collection,  particularly  in  view  of  the 
conflicting  case  law  in  the  enforcement  of  section  75  of  the  Public 
Health  Act. 
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(ii)  Disposal — Controlled  Tip, 

General  conditions  at  the  Coimcil’s  Controlled  Tip  showed 
improvement  during  the  year  and  disposal  work  has  proceeded 
smoothly  and  satisfactorily.  Covering  material  became  more 
readily  available,  thanks  to  Messrs.  Charles  Prior  & Son,  who 
allowed  the  Council  to  cart  away  spoil  from  a nearby  sand-pit. 

An  agreement  was  also  made  with  this  firm  for  the  use  of 
this  sand-pit  for  controlled  tipping  by  the  Council  after  the  use- 
able  sand  has  been  exca^mted.  Allowing  for  increased  refuse  from 
the  New  Town,  this  pit  should  give  tipping  space  for  many  years. 

(hi)  Salvage. 

During  the  year  the  demand  for  waste  paper  increased  as  did 
prices,  although  the  direction  to  Local  Authorities  removed  in 
1949  was  not  re-imposed. 

A bonus  payment  to  the  men  working  on  collection  and  dis- 
posal was  continued  in  1950.

WATER  SLTPLY. 

There  is  a piped  water  supply  in  each  of  the  parishes  in  this 
district,  and  this  continues  to  be  satisfactory,  both  in  quantity  and 
quality.  The  supply  Company  is  the  South  ^Yest  Suburban  Wate-^ 
t'ompany,  and  the  water  is  derived  from  the  River  Thames  at 
Staines.  It  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  before  distribution.  Chemica^ 
and  bacteriological  analysis  of  the  raw,  and  of  the  finally  treated 
water,  are  made  weekly  by  the  Company.  The  following  treated 
water  analysis  is  furnished  by  the  Water  Company  as  a typical 
Report.

This  sample  is  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  has 
a reaction  on  the  alkaline  side  of  neutrality  and  is  free  from  metals. 
The  water  is  hard  in  character  but  its  hardness  and  its  content  of 
mineral  and  saline  constituents  in  solution  are  not  excessive.  It 
is  of  very  satisfactory  organic  quality  and  bacterial  purity. 

These  results  are  indicative  of  a water  which  is  pure  and 
wholesome  in  character  and  suitable  for  public  purposes.

In  1938  six  Local  Authorities  whose  areas  are  served  by  South 
West  Suburban  Water  Co.,  entered  into  agreement  whereby  each 
Authority  received  copies  of  analysis  relating  to  samples  taken 
in  the  other  five  areas.  Fourteen  samples  were  taken  under  this 
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agreement — 3 of  which  related  to  supplies  in  this  District.  A 
further  8 samples  were  taken  in  the  course  of  general  duties.  All 
were  satisfactory.

WELL  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Apart  from  33  temporary  riverside  bungalows  at  Friary 
Island,  Old  Windsor,  there  are  two  wells  supplying  water  for 
drinking  and  domestic  purposes,  one  of  which  supplies  a very 
large  Educational  establishment,  at  Avhich  a chlorinating  plant 
was  installed  in  1949  following  adverse  reports  on  the  purity  of 
the  supply.  Four  samples  were  taken  during  1950  and  all  proved 
satisfactory.  A mains  supply  is  available  to  this  establishment. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Two  of  the  three  Parishes  in  this  District  are  sewered,  and 
during  1950  some  progress  was  made  with  the  preparatory  work 
in  connection  with  the  sewering  of  the  Parish  of  Old  Windsor, 
and  the  Ministry  were  asked  for  a starting  date  for  this  scheme 
following  deliveries  of  most  of  the  iron  pipes. 

The  Sunninghill  and  Sunningdale  sewers  gravitate  to  a Pump- 
ing Station  at  Blacknest,  from  which  a rising  main  over  4 miles  in 
length  connects  with  the  Outfall  Works  at  Whitmore  Bog.  The 
final  effluent  is  discharged  into  the  Bullbrook  stream  adjacent  to 
the  works,  after  treatment  of  the  crude  sewage  by  sedimentation, 
rotary  filters,  humus  tanks  and  land  treatment. 
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Electrification  of  the  Pumping  Plant  (gas  engines  are  at 
present  in  use)  was  considered  during  the  year,  but  the  proposal 
was  not  proceeded  with.  The  quantity  of  sewage  dealt  with 
during  1950  amounted  to  117,274,333  gallons. 

Apart  from  samples  taken  by  the  Thames  Conserimncy,  nine 
samples  of  crude  sewage,  and  effluent,  were  taken  at  the  Outfall 
Works,  during  the  year  and  all  were  satisfactory.  With  a view 
to  maintaining  standards  and  improving  the  works  where  neces- 
sary, the  Council  have  during  the  year,  called  for  a report  on  the 
efficiency  of  the  works  from  their  Consulting  Engineers.  The 
report  is  awaited. 

DRY  SCAVENGING. 

A weekly  collection  of  Household  Refuse  is  made  throughout 
the  District  and  disposal  is  by  way  of  controlled  tipping,  at  South 
Ascot  in  relation  to  Sunninghill  and  Sunningdale,  and,  by  agree- 
ment with  Egham  U.D.C.  at  Egham  in  relation  to  Old  Windsor.  A 
new  10  yard  refuse  collection  vehicle  was  purchased  for  use  in 
Old  Windsor  during  1950.  One  small  section  of  this  Parish — i.e.. 
Friary  Island  is,  by  arrangement,  serviced  by  Eton  R.D.C.  under 
an  agreement  entered  into  in  January  1950. 

The  area  concerned  is  literally  an  Island,  separated  from  the 
rest  of  the  Parish  by  a five  mile  (each  way)  journey,  while  joined 
by  a bridge  with  the  mainland  in  Eton  R.D. 

The  Council’s  collection  vehicles  comprise  2 10  cub.  yard 

Dennis  machines  and  one  7 cub.  yard  S.  & D.  Freighter. 

No  separate  collection  of  waste  paper  was  carried  out  during 
the  year  under  review,  following  recei])t  of  Board  of  Trade  Order 
1244  of  30th  Tune,  1949,  but  any  paper  put  out  with  the  refuse 
was  collected  and  baled. 

The  Council’s  Refuse  Tip  at  South  Ascot  is  well  situated  in 
relation  to  residential  areas;  it  is  regularly  checked  for  the  pre- 
sence of  rodents  and  treated  with  spray  Insecticides  during  the 
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greater  part  of  the  year.  No  complaints  were  recorded  in  1950, 
during  which  it  is  estimated  that  10,000  cub.  yards  of  refuse  were 
dealt  with.  Covering  materials  is  derived  largely  from  the  site, 
and  from  such  other  sources  as  may  ‘‘open  up”  from  time  to  time. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  EOODS. 

In  May  1950  the  Model  Food  Byelaws  were  adopted  by  the 
Council  and  copies  were  forthwith  sent  to  all  Food  Traders  with 
a covering  letter  inviting  co-operation  and  offering  advice.  As 
stated  in  the  Report  for  1949,  the  painting  of  wall  surfaces  in 
kitchens  and  the  provision  of  a constant  supply  of  hot  water,  has 
been  generally  accepted  by  the  traders  in  this  District.

No  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  have  been  notified  within 
the  District  during  the  year  under  review. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

During  1950  two  licences  were  issued  under  Section  269 
Public  Health  Act,  1936  permitting  the  erection » and  use  of  a 
moveable  dwelling.  In  each  case,  a single  caravan  was  involved, 
and  the  licence  restricted  to  one  year.  In  each  case  also,  applica- 
tion was  made  and  provisionally  granted  under  the  Town  and 
Country  Planning  Act,  1947. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  Licensed  Sites  are  in  use  at 
Ascot  and  Old  Windsor,  on  the  former  18  dwellings  are  allowed, 
and  on  the  latter  12. 

Water  supply  is  laid  on  to  the  site  in  each  case,  and  water 
closets  are  provided. 

A third  site,  in  Old  Windsor,  has  ceased  to  be  used. 

The  conditions  attaching  to  the  licences  with  respect  to 
number  and  positioning  of  dwellings — storage  and  disposal  of 
refuse,  and  disposal  of  waste  water,  have  been  satisfactorily 
observed,  and  at  the  Ascot  site  improvements  were  affected  by  the 
provision  of  a concreted  area  for  dustbins,  and  the  re-conditioning 
of  adjacent  dilapidated  pig  styes.  The  site  owner  in  this  case  has 
also  had  a printed  list  of  ‘‘Rules”  circulated  among  the  caravan 
dwellers. 

An  application  for  permission  to  use  land  in  Old  Windsor  as 
a site  for  25  moveable  dwellings  was  rejected  under  Planning  and 
subsequently  formed  the  subject  of  an  Appeal  to  the  Minister,  who 
upheld  the  CounciPs  decision. 

A further  site  in  the  Parish  of  Sunninghill,  which  had  been  in 
use — intermittently — for  several  years  as  a “Fair  Ground,”  was 
compulsorily  acquired  by  the  Council  in  1950  for  post-war  housing 
development — in  the  form  of  a block  of  4 fiats.  An  appeal  by  the 
owners  against  the  CounciPs  decision  to  acquire  the  site  was  dis- 
allowed by  the  Minister,  following  an  Enquiry. 
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RODENT  CONTROL. 

Arrangements  Avith  Easthampstead  R.D.C.  Avhereby  the  ser- 
vices of  a Rodent  Operative  are  shared,  Avere  continued  through- 
out 1950  and  a summary  of  the  Avork  done  in  this  district  is  gE^en 
beloAv. 

As  preAvoiisly  stated  in  the  Report  for  1949,  pests  of  all  kinds 
are  dealt  Avith  by  the  Rodent  OperatE^e  in  the  course  of  his  duties. 

The  preA^ention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949  came  into 
operation  on  March  31st  in  the  year  under  reAueAv,  under  Avhich 
Exchequer  Grants  became  payable  to  Local  Authorities  subject  to 
certain  conditions.  In  September  1950,  and  in  conjunction  Avith 
Easthampstead  R.D.C. , the  Council  decided  to  consider  the  ques- 
tion of  applying  for  grant,  after  a further  six  months  administration 
of  the  neAV  Act.  The  Act  of  1949  places  additional  and  primary 
responsibility  upon  the  Local  Authority  to  ensure,  so  far  as  is 
practicable,  that  its  area  is  kept  free  from  rats  and  mice,  and  the 
Authority  is  under  obligation  to  advise  Agricultural  ExecutE^e 
Committees,  Avhen  notice  is  seiwed  by  them  on  an  Occupier  of 


Agricultural  Land.

SANITARY  MATTERS  REQUIRING  ATTENTION. 

(1)  Sewering  of  the  Parish  of  Old  Windsor. 

This  is  briefly  referred  to  under  '^Drainage  & Sewerage.” 
There  appears  to  be  a real  prospect  of  this  long  overdue  pro.iect 
being  begun  in  1951.  It  is  a matter  of  supreme  importance, 
as  it  has  for  long  been  practically  impossible  to  operate  a com- 
pletely successful  cesspool  emptying  service  on  account  of  the 
number  and  age  of  cesspools,  the  seasonal  high  level  of  the  sub- 
soil water  (the  Parish  lies  alongside  the  River  Thames),  and  the 
presence  throughout  the  parish  of  a piped  water  supply. 
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(2)  Extension  of  Sewers  at  Earleydene  Estate,  Sunninghill. 

This  was  referred  to  in  the  report  for  1949,  since  when 
further  houses  have  been  added  to  this  Estate.  During  1950  the 
Council  called  for  a report  from  the  Consulting  Engineers  as  to 
the  possibility  of  extending  the  existing  Council  sewers  to  meet 
the  problem,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  this  report  was  awaited. 

The  total  number  of  dwellings,  mostly  of  the  4 bedroom- 
detached  type,  on  this  Estate  is  now  12. 

(3)  Public  Conveniences. 

During  1950  a Public  Convenience  was  built  at  Sunninghill 
comprising  5 W.C.’s  and  2 Urinal  Stalls.  There  remains  a real 
need  for  provision  of  similar  facilities  at  Ascot,  particularly  in 
view  of  the  heavy  public  demand  during  the  Race  Meetings.

WATER  SUPPEY. 


Council's  Area  of  Supply. 

The  year  has  not  been  notable  for  the  inauguration  of  any 
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substantial  new  proposals,  it  has  rather  been  a period  of  pre- 
occupation with  the  execution  of  outstanding  projects.  The  wet 
summer  followed  by  one  of  the  wettest  winters  on  record  has 
created  serious  difficulties  in  achieving  the  progress  which  had 
been  anticipated.  The  new  reservoir  at  Bowsey  Hill  has  suffered 
severelv  from  the  adverse  conditions  and  concreting  is  not  vet 
completed.  The  equally  important  scheme  for  a Idin.  pumping 
main  was,  however,  put  in  hand  in  November,  but  the  weather 
conditions  have  also  prevented  progress  and  it  has  not  proved 
possible  to  lay  more  than  half  the  total  length  up  to  the  present 
time. 


During  the  year  investigations  with  the  chlorination  of  the 
water  supplied  have  been  carried  out  following  complaints  of  un- 
palatable taste  and  adjustments  in  the  dosage  made  to  overcome 
this  as  far  as  possible.  The  quality  of  water  from  the  main 
sources  at  Sheeplands  and  Arborfield  has  maintained  a high 
standard  of  chemical  and  bacteriological  condition.  The  source  at 
Tagg  Lane,  however,  has  been  a cause  for  anxiety,  the  bacterio- 
logical quality  of  the  water  having  been  such  that  the  supplying 
of  water  from  this  well  is  to  be  discontinued  at  the  earliest 
opportunity  when  the  completion  of  the  pumping  main  renders  it 
possible  to  supply  the  high  level  area  of  Kemenham  through  this 
main  and  the  hvdraulicallv  operated  boosting  machinerv  at  Bowsev 
Hill. 


Some  small  main  extensions  have  been  executed  mainlv  in 
connection  with  building  development  but  the  year  has  not  been 
marked  by  any  large  scheme  of  general  extensions.  Approval  to 
the  third  and  largest  scheme  of  extensions  to  cost  £53,000  has  not 
vet  been  forthcoming  from  the  Ministrv. 

The  annual  amount  of  water  supplied  and  pumped  was 
375,442,000  gallons. 

The  total  approximate  mileage  of  mains  is  130  miles,  and  new 
connections  to  mains  supply  numbered  168. 

The  prevailing  economic  conditions  and  rising  costs  have  not 
been  without  financial  repercussions  and  it  has  been  necessary  to 
arrange  for  inci’eased  charges  for  work  done  for  and  water  sup- 
plied to  consumers  generally;  as  an  example  the  increase  in  water 
rate  will  be  approximately  4%.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

It  is  highly  satisfactory  that  the  Wargrave  and  Twyford  Main 
Drainage  Scheme  is  practically  completed  and  the  ensuing  year 
should  see  the  connection  of  a large  proportion  of  the  houses. 
Substantial  progress  has  also  been  made  in  the  construction  of  the 
advanced  section  of  the  larger  Woodley,  Lower  Earley  and  Win- 
nersh  Scheme.  Government  sanction,  however,  to  the  commence- 
ment of  the  whole  scheme,  has  not,  so  far,  been  forthcoming. 
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The  scheme  for  main  drainage  in  the  Pine  wood  Area  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Ministry,  but  likewise  no  decision  has  yet  been 
given. 

There  have  been  considerable  achievements  in  the  construc- 
tion of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works  for  housing  sites  and 
adjacent  properties;  that  at  Arborfield  and  Nine  Mile  Ride  having 
been  completed  and  put  into  service.  The  new  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  at  Shinfield  Rise  Estate  is  also  nearing  completion.  The 
former  private  sewage  works  constructed  for  the  airfield  and  works 
at  Woodley  has  been  taken  over  from  the  Air  Ministry  by  the 
Council. 

Other  schemes  prepared  include  the  provision  of  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  at  Cricket  Hill,  Finchampstead,  for  the  housing 
site,  and  for  the  whole  of  the  nearby  village  of  Finchampstead  for 
which  a sewerage  scheme  is  also  in  hand.  Similar,  but  smaller 
proposals  are  in  preparation  for  the  Remenham  area,  also  arising 
in  connection  with  a new  housing  site. 

Schemes  for  the  drainage  of  existing  properties  along  one 
part  of  the  Reading  Road,  "Winnersh,  also  Sindlesham  and  Bear- 
wood Road,  and  the  Arborfield  Council  Housing  Estate  adjoining 
the  Military  Camp,  have  been  submitted  for  Government  approval. 


WET  SCAVENGING. 

The  weather  conditions  which  have  prevailed  have  had  an 
adverse  effect  on  the  provisions  of  an  adequate  service.  The 
wettest  winter  in  living  memory  has  led  to  a great  increase  in 
applications  for  emptyings  with  consequent  difficulties  in  keeping- 
pace  and  maintaining  effective  facilities  for  an  eight  weekly  ser- 
vice. Strenuous  endeavours  have  been  made  to  cope  with  the 
conditions  and  considerable  overtime  working  has  been  necessary. 

Difficulties  mentioned  in  the  previous  report  in  arranging  for 
the  disposal  of  the  contents  of  cesspool  emptiers,  particularly  in 
the  extended  area  in  the  southern  part  of  the  District,  have  been 
largely  overcome  by  tipping  into  the  Wokingham  Borough  sewers 
under  a special  arrangement  with  that  Authority.  Wet  conditions 
have,  however,  seriously  interfered  with  existing  disposal  sites 
and  it  has  not  been  possible  to  avoid  some  flooding  and  ponding. 

The  fleet  of  emptiers  remains  at  twelve  vehicles  and  16,530 
cesspools  were  emptied  during  the  year. 
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DRY  SCAVENGING  AND  SALVAGE. 

There  is  now  a weekly  kerbside  collection  throughout  the 
whole  of  the  District.  Arrangements  are  made  to  collect  the  dust- 
bins from  the  back  of  the  properties  in  the  cases  of  disability,  old 
age  or  illness  of  the  occupiers. 

No  major  infestation  occurred  during  the  year  at  any  of  the 
tips  where  the  tipping  remains  strictly  controlled.  The  following 
tips  are  now  in  use:  Wee  Waif,  Twyford;  School  Green,  Shinfield, 
and  Watmorc  Lane  Depot,  Winnersh.  Arrangements  were  made 
to  commence  tipping  at  Twyford  Playing  Fields,  but  work  was 
discontinued  during  the  winter  months,  owing  to  the  unsatisfactory 
approach  road.  This  road  is  now  being  made  up  in  readiness  for 
summer  tipping. 

The  total  weight  of  salvage  sold  during  the  year  was  145.16 
tons  valued  at  £805  14s.  8d.,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year’s 
total  of  298.05  tons  valued  at  £1,611  19s.  3d. 

The  number  of  operating  vehicles  attached  to  this  service  is 
eight,  four  Karrier,  one  Dennis,  one  Bedford,  one  Shelvoke  & 
Drewry,  and  a Chaseside  Shovel.

Approximately  another  100  new  homes  have  been  provided 
during  the  past  j^ear,  making  a total  of  300  new  dwellings  in  the 
post-war  building  programme.  This  has  not  produced  a corres- 
ponding reduction  in  the  total  number  of  applicants  on  the 
CounciTs  waiting  list.  A recent  ^‘pruning”  of  the  list  has  revealed 
a slight  increase  in  the  previously  reported  total  of  1,200  appli- 
cants, and  a careful  scrutiny  made  of  each  application  has  provided

The  Association  inaugurated  by  the  Council  and  formed  by 
the  tenants  of  the  Orchard  Estate,  Twyford,  has  completed  its 
first  year  with  marked  success.  The  objects  of  promoting  the 
tenants’  personal  interest  in  the  appearance  of  the  estate  and 
encouraging  their  help  in  the  maintenance  of  the  dwellings  are 
being  achieved,  and  in  addition  a number  of  social  activities  have 
been  organised.  A similar  Association  has  recently  been  formed 
at  the  Southlake  Crescent  Estate,  Woodley  (66  dwellings)  and  it 
is  hoped  a third  one  will  shortly  be  organised  for  the  Allnatt 
Avenue  Estate,  Winnersh. 

The  arrangements  for  providing  an  electricity  supply  in  178 
pre-war  Council  Houses  have  been  completed,  but  owing  to  recent 
restrictions  with  capital  expenditure,  the  Southern  Electricity 
Board  cannot  proceed  with  the  laying  of  service  connections  and 
the  scheme  must  therefore  pend  for  a indefinite  period.
